He had 
been 17 hours in the saddle, most of that 
time riding in the very heart of one of the 
greatest battles in all history, yet the firm 
shape of the letters is a curious testimony 
to that serenely unshakable temperament 
which was Marlborough’s most striking 
characteristic. ‘This scrap of paper, tavern 
bill on one side, martial dispatch on the 
other, with its few lines scribbled on the 
parapet of a German bridge, is the record 
of one of the greatest victories in British

St. Peterburg, Dec. 19.—An official 
agency here issues the following an- 
nouncemeut: The United States charge 
d'affaires, Mr. H. H. D. Pierce, has 
communicated to the ministry of 
finance, a proposal by Mr. Ivins, the 
representative of a group of financiers 
to make a large loan to Russia.

He Was Called the * Hanging Judge’— 
His Brilliaut Career,

JINGOES ARK REBUKED 


LORD SALISKHUHY DEFEND’S THE 
GOVEENMENT’S POLICY. 


His Silence Exp!ained—He Asks That 
the Government Be Judged on 
Their Policy as a Whote. 


London, Dec. 16.—-The Maryuls of 
Salisbury, the premier, at a banquet 
given this evening in his honor at the 
Constitutional club, devoted his speech 
in reply to a toast to his health to 
home affairs and to the general prin- 
ciples for the conduct of the forelgn 
policy, without direct reference to any 
particular question. Dwelling upon the 
no. essity for discussion, Lord Salisbury 
said it would be a relief if he could 
discuss and explain certain matters 
that had been and were being gro- 
tesquely misrepresented, but this he 
could not do without betraying his 
duty. “The government,” he continued, 
“should be judged, not on individual 
items, but on thee success of a policy 
aya whole. If a minister goes to war 
on a trivial matter he may find him- 
self without the support of the jeo- 
ple This should be considered when 
people ask why we have not pushed 
to the point of war some secondary 
difference. Belore condemning us for 
not going to war they should be sure 
there are no other complications in 
view of compelling uz to recognize the 
fore? at the government’s disposal. 
This is a matter of businesslike calcu- 
lation. The more the empire extends 
the more necessary to judge matters 
from this standpoint. It is danger- 
ous to let rhapsody take the place of 
calculation. Our strength must be 
used unfailingly, but prudent!ly.” 

Referring to the difficulty of taking 
the people into the government’s con- 
fidenee in matters of foreign policy 
he said. “I have often felt the want 
of such an institution as the United 
States foreign relations committee. It 
is impossible here, but it must be a 
great advantage for a minister to be 
able to meet persons not of his own 
political opinion and to explain to 
them the reasons for his action.” 


Chinese Rebels. 

London, Dec. 19.—According to a 
dispatch from Shanghai the rebels have 
seized the town of Chung- Yang, fifty 
miles southwest of It-Chang, province 
otf Hoo-Pea, on the north bank of the 
Yang-Sse-Kiang, 200 miles above Chin- 
Kiang-Fco. They have massacred a 
French priest and one hundred con- 
verts. 


A Town Wiped vat. 


Arcade, N. ¥., Dec. 15.—The town of 
Arcade has been nearly wiped out by a 
fire which broke out at 6 o’clock this 
morning in a building used as a hard- 
ware store. The flames, fanned by a 
high wind, swept through the village 
with a resigtless speed,eating up every- 
thing in its path. Twenty-six stores 
and fourteen residences were totally 
destroyed. One man is reported as hay- 
ing lost his life, but the report cannot 
be verified at this hour. No estimate 
of the damage can be made, but the 
total loss will be enormous. A panic 
prevailed in the doomed town and des- 
p2rate efforts were made to check the 
raging tempest of the flames, buf it 
was not until nearly four hours after 
the blaze started that it could be got 
under control. Many people are felt 
without shelter or food by the sudden 
onslaught of the element which swept 
away their all, and great suffering will 
be entailed. Relief work is being or- 
zanized as soon a8 possible.

A MAGNIFICENT GIFT. 


Lord Strathcona’ § Gives Another 
Princely Donation to Meili}. 


Montreal, Dec. 13.—McGill ynj.- 
versity is again the rectpient of a mae. 
nificent gift. At a meeting of the 
board of governors yesterday, the finan- 
cial position of the university, and in 
particular the extent to which the gen- 
eral funds of the university have ose 
encroached upon by a recurring deficit 
in the revenne and expenditure were 
discussed, and as a result the board 
themselves subscribed $186,€00 at the 
mecting. The Royal Victoria Collece 
for Women, erected by Chancellor Lord 
Strathcoua,at a cost of over a half mil 
lion dollars, has been reaéy for oceups 
tion for some time, but the university 
Was not ina position financially to ac 
cept such a gift and conduct it on a 
suitable scale. Lord Strathcona, in re- 
erring to the institution, said it wouldf 
be open for the reception of students on 
Sept. 1, 1899, and sdded that the en- 
dowment, with which the institution 
would commence, would amount, in 
cluding the existing Donald A fund of 
$120,000, to $1,000,000. There wil] 
be no separate staff of professors, the 
teaching given in the faculty will be 
undertaken by the preseut professors 
and lectures of McGill, with such addi- 
tions as circumstances may require. 
This will really make over $1,500,000 
which Lord Strathcona has given for 
the higher education of women at Me- 
Gill. W.C. MacDonald, who has a! 
ready given upwards of two million 
dollars to the university, called atten 
tion to the inadequacy of the endow 
ment of the faculty of arts. and ex 
pressed his intention of endowing the 
chair of history, and hoped it would in 
some way be associated with the name 
of the late Dr. William Kingsforl, of 
Ottawa.

It Causes An Animated Discussion 


in the Chamber of Deputies., 

Paris, Dec. 19.—There was 4 repeti- 
tion this afternoon of the new fam- 
iliar scenes in the chamber of deputies.

HOPE FOR 4 TREATY. 


| WASHINGTON COMMISSION MAY 
AGREE TO ONE BEFORE DEC. 23. 


a Lengthy Recess Now Would Mean 
| "hat Irreconciliable Difficulties 


| Had Spreng Up. 


; Toronto, Dec. 15.—The Globe's cor- 
respondent at Washington, discussing 
the question of the adjournment of the 
commission, says: As a matter of fact 

| at least one of the Americans still cher- 
| ishes the hope that the business can be 
| closed out, and a treaty drafted before 
Friday the 23rd. Even if the proposals 
| to be submitted by the Americans on 
| Friday next are as satisfactory as it is 
hoped they will be, ir seems scarcely 
possible to close up the work and put 
the committee reports into the articles 
of the treaty in a few days. The Can- 
adian commssioners regard the adjourn- 
ment as inevitable, but they agree that 
if a treaty is to result from the work of 
the commission it would be absurd to 
keep it hanging over congress and rar- 
liament during the coming year. Sen- 
ator Dingley holds the same view quite 
strongly and is confident that the re- 
sults will be as good now as they would 
be after a long adjournment and per- 
haps better. Under these circumstances 
tle announcement of a lengthy recesg 
of several months’ duration woola 
simply mean that irreconcilable differ- 
ences had been developed and negotia- 
tions were at an end. 

Toronto, Dec. 14.—The Globe's lead- 
ing editorial today deals with the con- 
ference at Washington, and the possi- 
bilities of a treaty being effected. 
Speaking of the possibility that the Re- 
publicans in the senate will reject free 
lumber on strictly protectionist grounds, 
it says: This is a matter of American 
domestic policy, of which we, as Can- 
adians, have no right to complain and 
ahont which we are growing less con- 
cerned every year. This country has 
never enjoyed more prosperity than has 
been vouchsafed to it since the Dingley 
tariff, almost prohibitory,duties against 
Canadian pr-dacts, has been in force, 
and the sitnation far from growing 
worse, is. improving every day. The 
people of this country would be glad to 
extend their trade with the United 
States upon fair terms, but the time 
when the markets of the United States 
were essential to their prosperity, if it 
ever existed, has gone by, and if our 
neighbors do not believe that reciproce- 
ity would be profitable to themselves 
they are welcome to go their own way 
in peace, while Canadians will return 
with renewed energy to the develop- 
ment of their own resources and indus- 
tries on independent lines. If reciproc- 
ity alone were under consideration, and 
the American commissioners felt that 
nothing could be done in that way, 
there would be no reason why the con- 
ference should be protracted for another 
day, but the conference is considering 
the whole subject of the relations be- 
tween the two countries and it may be 
that the Americans are working for 
some concession for which reepirocity 
would be regarded as an equivalent. 

Lord Herschell of course is thor- 
| oughly acquainted with the policy of 

the imperial government znd it is pos- 
sible that there is some reason,imperial 
rather than Canadian, in its character, 
for the anxiety to conclude the treaty. 
Upon this we are not qualified to 
speak, but we may say with absolute 
certainty that Canada is reasonably 
satisfied with things as they are and 
that there will be no great disappoint- 
ment tn this country if the commission- 
ers part without accomplishing any- 
| thing but an exchange of good wishes, 
and we should think that the best in- 
terests of the empire ought to be iden- 
tical with the interests of Canada. We 
cannot help the empire better than by 
helping ourselves and we shall only 
| injure the empire if we consent to any 
thing which may impair our own 
strength and independence.
